Summary 

New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  December  increased 
$9.4  billion  or  4.1  percent  to  $237.6  billion,  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census  reported  today.  This  is  the  largest  one  month 
increase  since  the  5.4  percent  gain  in  June.  Orders  for  the 
year  totaled  $2657.2  billion,  9.6  percent  above  last  year. 

Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  in  December  increased 
$5.5  billion  or  2.4  percent  to  $230.1  billion.  This  is  the 
largest  increase  in  shipments  since  the  2.7  percent  gain  in 
February  1987.  Shipments  for  all  of  1988  totaled  $2610.1 
billion,  9.2  percent  above  1987. 

The  backlog  of  orders  held  by  manufacturers  in  December 
was  $468.3  billion,  $7.5  billion  or  1.6  percent  above 
November  and  11.2  percent  higher  than  the  end  of  1987. 

Inventories  held  by  manufacturers  in  December  at  $354.0 
billion  were  up  $2.4  billion  or  0.7  percent  above  November 
and  6.9  percent  higher  than  the  end  of  1987.  The  inventory 
to  shipments  ratio  in  December  1988  was  1.54,  down  from  1.57 
in  November  and  down  from  1.60  in  December  1987. 

New  Orders 

Most  of  the  increase  in  manufacturers'  new  orders  was 
in  the  durable  goods  sector,  up  $7.9  billion  or  6.4  percent 
to  $131.0  billion.  Transportation  equipment  was  up  $6.4 
billion  or  19.7  percent  to  $38.8  billion;  the  motor  vehicle, 
aircraft  and  shipbuilding  industries  all  showed  large  gains. 
Both  the  primary  and  fabricated  metals  industries  were  up; 
primary  metals  increased  $0.6  billion  or  4.9  percent  to 
$13.2  billion  and  fabricated  metals,  $0.5  billion  or  3.8 
percent  to  $12.9  billion. 

Electrical  machinery  orders  were  relatively  flat  at 
$20.2  billion,  while  nonelectrical  orders  were  down  $0.3 
billion  or  1.4  percent  to  $21.1  billion. 

Orders  for  nondurable  goods  were  up  $1.5  billion  or  1.4 
percent  to  $106.6  billion  with  the  largest  gains  in  rubber 
and  plastics,  paper,  and  apparel. 

Shipments 

Most  of  the  increase  in  manufacturers'  shipments  in 
December  was  in  durable  goods,  up  $3.9  billion  or  3.2

Unfilled  orders  for  durable  goods  in  December  increased 
$7.2  billion  or  1.6  percent  to  $447.1  billion.  The  aircraft 
and  parts  industry  jumped  $4.2  billion  or  2.5  percent  to 
$174.0    billion    and    shipbuilding    and    tanks,    $2.1   billion   or 

8.6  percent  to  $26.3  billion.  The  primary  metals  order 
backlog  increase.-  $0.4  billion  or  1.4  percent  to  $25.7 
billion.  Instruments  and  related  products  were  up  $0.4 
billion  or  2.9  percent  to  $14.7  billion. 

Inventories 


Inventories  of  durable  goods  in  December  were  up  $1.9 
billion  or  0.8  percent  to  $233.7  billion,  over  two-thirds  of 
which  was  in  aircraft  and  parts.  Nonelectrical  machinery 
was  up  $0.6  billion  or  1.2  percent  to  $46.7  billion  and 
instruments  up  $0.3  billion  or  2.2  percent  to  $14.1  billion. 
Inventories  of  nondurable  goods  increased  $0.5  billion  or 
0.4  percent  to  $120.3  billion;  the  foods  industry  increased 
$0.4  billion  or  1.4  percent  to  $26.4  billion. 

Most  of  the  increase  in  durable  goods  inventories  was 
in  work  in  process,  up  1.3  percent  and  finished  goods,  up 
0.9  percent;  materials  and  supplies  were  about  unchanged. 
For  nondurables,  work  in  process  and  finished  goods  were  up 
0.8  percent  and  1.4  percent  respectively;  materials  and 
supplies  were  down  0.8  percent.
